MR. WI SDK V KR'ii LI SJEL ACT. 
Prntun there ii no part of the law, 
which— up to the time of the paning of 
the late Libel Act in England— had fallen 
•o far behind the wants of eociely, a> the 
law of Libel, and Slander. Ill » country 
which poaseaiei a conititution giving the 
people at large a control over the actions 
of those who administer public aAmiri,— 
and where indeed power, and reipomibilKy 
for lis exercise i* the rule, or supposed 
rule prevailing throughout all the ramih 
cations of aoeiety, it is abeolulely neces 
tary that (here should be freedom of the 
Pren, commenjurale with, tbe tails 
which must always in such a st.it e of 
things, be made for it* tx pre** ion. To 
» oertain Client, and of necessity, the 
law, even before the pawing of the Act 
in question, was approximated to the cir- 
cumstances of society, by Ihe decision* of 
Judges, or what Binthih Called " Judge 
made jaw," Thus what has in many 
eaaes been called reasonable and temperate 
strictures upon public men and measures, 
bond jSf/t statement* made by matters and 
mistreaae* of the character* of domestic 
■errant*, word* apoken in their place, by 
member* of Parliament, and fond ftdt 
complaints of public unj~ci*l*j were for the 
good of the public privileged, and could 
not expose pakiei to any legal liability. 
So far to good. But ihis being granted, 
there were still, until the pasting of the 
Act we have mentioned, abiurditiet, in- 
coniiitencies, and other imperfections of 
the law «f libel and tlander, which de- 
servedly drew down upon it the ridicule 
and contempt of every intelligent and en- 
lightened man. At a libel had been de- 
fined by Lord M.MPiij.n,— and not very 
inaccurately, as "anything expressed 
either by written word*, by pictures, or by 
sign*, which hurt a man'* feelingt," it 
m very difficult to write disapprovingly 
of any man'* conduct, without writing a 
libel, To expose wickednc**, or (hew up 
incapacity, was in moat esse* lo make 
youraelf amrnable to the libel law. Whe- 
ther you benefitted society by exposing the 
villany of *ome wholesale quatk who 
nourished upon a profitable but de 
ttructive patent pill, or by a 
timely disclosure broke up and 
defeated some gigantic confederacy of 
■windier* about to victimise at many of 
the commercial rlut at they could take 
at one haul, you acted with almoit as 
much ritk of loss to yourself, considering 
the difficulties of making out by legal 
proof the truth of your statements, when 
you were put t« make them go«d in a 
Court of law, as if you had attacked a 
totally innocent person. The bare legal 
right of pleading and proving thr truth of 
B U t. Dim}, So. Captain Mtawsll, (ailed the libel in any given case, was, from this 
teas* Mufapotf fa* h(W Zealand about the end very liiffitulty of proof, a difficulty ariting 
•fAp.il. tbi sthooosv lWr* Held, ^rrivod not me « lv fnlm lhe rtrict ru l„ of judi- 
cial evidence, hut also from the hazards of 
failing lo discover evidence, or losing it 
when discovered, — little more in practice, 
a seeming advantage in a large ma- 
jority of cases. For one plea of justifica- 
tion that was pro red, there warn a do/rn, 
which, notwithstanding their trnth, de* 
fendants failed to prove. And, therefore, 
nothing wa* more common than the de- 
feat and punishment of defendants, for 
publishing statements universally admitted 
to be beneficial to the public at Urge. The 
preprietor* of the London fTetily Dit- 
p*tch, bad to pay damages and cost* for 
denouncing the vendors of Moaaiaon's 
pills, — although several of these persona 
were actually found guilty of man- 
slaughter for selling their pill*. The 
proprietors of the Tirae* shared the same 
fate, for nobly exposing the contemplated 
fraud of a gang a f swindlers, and failing 
afterwards lo prove all they had alleged. 
We might, with reference to Ihe foolish 
rtrictrt***, and technicalities of this part 
of our la*, 611 our paper with instances, 
of wrong and injustice committed accord- 
ing lo law. But wa hasten to notice 
tbe provisions of the new mens on-, 
which Mr. Wihocvks, hat, (wilh some 
unessential alterations) introduced into the 
Council, and for which he well deserves 
ihe I hanks of the community in general, 
and of newspaper proprietor* in parti- 
cular. 

By the first clause, (introduced la 
Committee) the) same law it made appli- 
cable to oral as to written slander, thus 
doing away with the absurd distinetioa 
which now exists between these two 
of c*K(.

the same thing 11 a lihel, and actionable. 
The reasons given by the bookt for Ihis 
dillinctiun are, that written wurdt indi- 
cate more deliberate malice — travel fur- 
ther, and have a greater tendency to 
cause a breach of the peace than 
words (poke a, and, therefore, as the one 
case for the reanna alleged is not likely 
to work at muck injury at some other 
case, it shall not bausty frwWy «f ail. 
This absurdity i( pit an end to by the 
clause above mentioned. 

By the second clause, alio introduced 
m Committee, it is enacted that tbe jury 
may in an action for defamatory word* 
cannier, under the general iwue, whether 
they were spoken on *u occasion " when 
the plaintiff 1 character was likely to be 
injured thereby, and find for the de- 
fendant if they should not be Df opinion, 
that the words were spoken upon luch an 
occasion." Tin j alto appears to ut lo be a 
reasonable provision. The third clause 
enactt that defendants may under TCfU- 
Mtion* therein contained, gire au apology 
in evidence in mitigation of damages. 
The fourth clante appear* tu m to be of 
mare qurttiorabte merit. It provides 
that the truth of maUrrt charged shall 
not be a defence unless the de- 
fendant pleads and prove* that 
they were publiahed ' for 'the ff>ublic 
benefit, and alto tett out in his pl«g, the 
lasts by whereof it was for the 

public benefit that the amid nutters 
charged should be published. We are in- 
clined to think tbe truth should be a> de- 
fence all the world over ; and lhat the 
truth, in the long run, i* always for the 
public benefit, By the present claiuy, 
we should have a perpetually varying 
Court of Conscience in the Jury-box, aa 
to whal statements of facts were or were 
not for the public benefit,— a Court uf 
Conscience alway* likely lo be more or 
lets involuntarily swayed by ptrtialitict 
and prejudice 1, especially iu a country 
like this, where parties are generally 
known lo the tribunal. We are not un- 
mindful of the learned fratner's former ar- 
guments upon this clause, in which he 
contended that many charges may be 
truly brought, — maliciously brought, — 
of no use to the public, and 
therefore indefensible. In much of 
this we may concur, and yet deny the 
conclusion the learned franer would 
draw- a 'conclusion which appears 10 ut 
to be a short-sighted one, Which it the 
more probable, that a maUclnut man would 
make himself obnoxious to the general 
centure of aoeiety, by publishing a defa- 
matory matter entirely for the gralifi ca- 
tion of his own malignant feelings I or 
that injustice may be done by leaving 
every Jurylo lay, ineach individual case, 
what statements of fact* are likely lo be- 
nefit the public? 

The fifth clause settles that which at 
present la unsettled, by declaring that 
faithful and accurate report* (riot of an ob- 
scene or blasphemous nature) uf judicial 
proceeding* thall be privilege j from legal 
liability. 

The tixth clante ia a very important 
innovation upon the old Uw,— allowing a 
defendant to plead that a libel wa* in- 
serted without malice, and without grots 
negligence in tbe publisher, and alto al- 
lowing him to apologise, and lo pay 
money into Court, in utisf action of the 
cause of action. 

Upon this judiciotu. g nc ] beneficial alte- 
ration, and upon the residue of the Act, 
we thai! lake an early opportunity of of- 
fering more extended observation. For 
the present we shall only say, that we 
hail this Acl as one of the must desirable 
measures that ha* ever been lubmilted to 
the consideration of the Council,
